CHAPTER  II.— PUBLIC  HEALTH. 


(a)  GENERAL  REMARKS. 


The  general  health  of  the  Colony  may  be  regarded  as  having  been  satisfactory.  Factors  that  might  have 
disturbed  it  were  the  further  influx  of  refugees  and  the  congestion  of  large  numbers  of  labourers  on  special  works. 
Quarantine  measures  prevented  any  adverse  influence  through  the  former,  but  the  latter  had  some  slight  effect 
in  spreading  communicable  disease.

II.  Communicable  Diseases. 


(a)  Insect-borne  diseases. 

Malaria. 

There  was  an  increase  of  malaria  throughout  the  Island.  10,040  cases  were  attended  by  Government  Medical 
Officers  as  compared  with  7,740  in  1942  and  4,657  in  1941.  (Military  cases  are  not  included).  The  malaria 
survey  carried  out  early  in  1943  showed  similar  increase  ;  the  parasite  index  for  the  Island  rose  from  13%  in 
the  previous  year  to  26.9%.  The  increase  was  universal  for  all  the  districts. 

The  following  are  the  main  factors  which  might  be  considered  responsible  for  the  increase  : 

(i)  the  heavy  and  late  rainfall  in  1942  which  had  created  new  and  extensive  breeding  places, 

(ii)  the  management  of  large  numbers  of  refugees  which  had  absorbed  a  good  deal  of  the  sanitary  department’s 

attention,  and 

(iii)  the  scarcity  of  quinine  which  was  amply  used  in  pre-war  days  with  or  without  medical  prescription.

Tuberculosis. 


Owing  to  the  increasing  demand  for  Sanatorium  treatment  it  was  decided  to  adapt  an  ex-army  camp  at 
Aghirda  to  accommodate  25  patients  in  addition  to  the  52  already  at  Kyperounda  Sanatorium.  The  Aghirda 
Institution  which,  it  is  hoped,  will  be  opened  in  1944  is  only  of  a  temporary  nature  until  the  extensions  at 
Kyperounda  Sanatorium  can  be  obtained.  Collapse  therapy  continued  with  satisfactory  results  as  can  be  seen 
by  the  decreasing  proportion  of  deaths  to  admissions  since  collapse  therapy  was  started  : — •

The  Medical  Officer  at  the  Dispensaries  is  now  being  employed  on  a  part-time  basis  under  direct  Government 
control,  but  the  Dispensaries  arc  still  managed  by  a  Sub-Committee  of  the  Cyprus  Anti-Tuberculosis  League. 
358  new  patients  attended  the  Dispensaries  during  the  year.  Owing  to  improved  transport  facilities  1,018  visits 
were  made  by  Health  Visitors  to  tuberculous  patients  in  their  homes  as  compared  with  785  in  1942. 

The  number  of  tuberculosis  cases  notified  in  1943  amounted  to  238  as  compared  with  253  in  1942  and  191 
in  1941. 

Miss  T.  Aziz,  Cypriot  Nursing  Sister  in  Nicosia  General  Hospital  by  arrangement  with  and  assistance 
from  the  National  Association  for  the  Prevention  of  Tuberculosis  was  sent  to  England  in  order  to  gain  experience 
of  the  British  Tuberculosis  Service  particularly  sanatorium  treatment  and  administration.  After  spending 
3  years  in  England  where  she  was  specially  trained  in  T.B.  work  as  well  as  advanced  treatment  such  as 
Thoracoplasty  and  served  in  that  capacity  in  various  Sanatoria,  she  was  appointed  as  Matron,  Kyperounda 
Sanatorium.

Propaganda. 

As  a  result  of  the  war  situation  neither  lectures  were  delivered  nor  cinema  films  shewn  to  the  public  with 
the  exception  of  the  pupil  midwives.  Gonorrhoea  and  syphilis  leaflets  were  distributed  to  the  patients  attending 
the  Clinics.  A  booklet  was  issued  on  the  prophylaxis  from  venereal  diseases  and  distributed  to  the  public  and 
to  different  agricultural  clubs  together  with  the  book  on  syphilis.  1,000  and  2,000  copies  respectively  of  these 
publications  were  distributed.  A  book  on  gonorrhoea  is  being  prepared.

Typhoid  fever. 


The  incidence  of  this  disease  continued  at  a  high  level.  1,155  cases  weye  reported  as  compared  with  1,186 
in  1942  and  with  a  median  prevalence  of  854  for  the  last  5  years  period.  The  disease  was,  however,  distributed 
all  over  the  island  and  only  minor  epidemics  have  been  reported.  The  infection  is  thought  to  be  chiefly  fly-borne 
and  is  closely  related  to  rural  sanitation.  Lack  of  proper  sewage  disposal,  abundant  opportunities  for  fly¬ 
breeding  and  a  high  carrier  rate  make  combination  of  factors  which  tend  to  keep  the  spread  of  the  infection  at  a 
high  rate.  Although  typhoid  fever  has  always  been  known  to  be  a  disease  of  a  relative  importance  as  a  cause 
of  death  among  young  adults,  it  has  not  been  given  much  attention  ;  only  recently  attempts  were  made  to  sanitate 
the  rural  areas.  An  extensive  latrine  construction  programme,  with  government  financial  assistance,  was  initiated 


last  year.  As  a  result  of  this  campaign  11,057  houses  have  been  provided  with  dry  pit  latrines.

(d)  HYGIENE  AND  SANITATION. 

Sanitary  measures. 

An  extensive  sanitation  campaign  was  carried  out  in  1943.  Government  had  contributed  to  this 
■campaign  by  a  special  warrant.  Privy  construction  in  rural  areas  was  the  purpose  aimed  at.  More  than  11.000 
Louses  were  accommodated  with  latrine  accommodation. 

But  still  there  remain  many  other  fields  for  official  attention,  such  as  provision  of  safe  water  supplies,  sewage 
disposals,  abatement  of  fly-breeding  and  nuisance,  healthy  housing,  health  education. 

Refugees. 

3,710  Greek  and  Dodecanese  Refugees  and  evacuees  were  handled  by  this  Department  at  the  quarantine 
stations  of  the  Island  and  no  cases  of  dangerous  infectious  diseases  occurred  amongst  them. 

In  addition  to  the  refugee  camps  of  Zyyi  and  Skouriotissa  a  third  camp  was  established  at  Xeros.  All  these 
samps  have  their  small  hospitals  with  medical  and  nursing  staffs.  232  Rumanian  and  Bulgarian  refugees  residing 
in  Pedhoulas  and  Lefka  have  been  evacuated  from  the  Island  early  in  1944. 


CHAPTER  III.— PORT  HEALTH  WORK. 

Effective  quarantine  precautions  at  the  ports  prevented  the  importation  of  any  dangerous  infectious  disease. 
Seven  hundred  and  seventy  four  visits  were  made  by  the  medical  and  sanitary  staff  to  ships  and  aircraft 
.^excluding  H.M.  Ships  and  aircraft)  arriving  at  Cyprus  ports  and  aerodromes.

Casualty  hospitals. 

The  position  remained  as  in  1942  and  the  training  of  the  staff  was  continued. 

In  Nicosia  a  new  and  well  equipped  reception  station  was  constructed  under  the  new  hospital.  A  complete 
blood  transfusion  unit  was  started  and  trained.  All  Government  Officials  and  Police  were  blood  grouped.  In 
Limassol  the  emergency  hospital  was  removed  from  an  old  building  into  a  new  and  more  suitable  school  building. 


Mental  hospital. 

Statistics. — On  the  31&t  December,  1943,  there  were  287  mental  patients  (177  males,  110  females),  whilst 
on  31st  December,  1942,  there  were  263  patients  (166  males,  97  females)  showing  an  increase  of  24  (11  males,  13 
females)  in  total  population. 

Admissions. — During  the  year  71  patients  were  admitted  ;  of  these  46  were  males  and  25  females.  Of  these, 
29  males  and  18  females  were  first  admissions,  and  17  males  and  7  females  not  first  admission.  The  total 
number  treated  during  the  year  was  334  (212  males,  122  females). 

Discharges. — Total  number  25,  divided  as  follows  :  Discharged  recovered  15  males,  4  females  ;  a  total  of  19.

DENTAL  CLINICS. 

The  total  number  of  attendances  at  schools,  hospitals,  clinics,  prisons,  leper  farm  and  refugee  camps  was 
38,171.  21,292  extractions,  fillings  and  other  treatments  were  carried  out. 

During  the  year  the  services  of  the  3  Dental  Officers  were  extended  to  294  village  schools  at  which  16,494 
pupils  were  examined  and  treated. 

GOVERNMENT  PATHOLOGICAL  LABORATORY. 

The  number  of  specimens  examined  excluding  medico-legal  cases  and  autopsies  was  13,735  (14,016).  Fees 
amounting  to  £267.

Scientific  education. 

The  usual  examination  for  the  Government  certificate  in  chemistry  was  held  on  18th  and  20th  January,  1943. 
Sixteen  candidates  presented  themselves,  eleven  of  whom  passed  the  examination  and  were  awarded  the 
Government  certificate.
